
Calls for ex 
Mayor to 
resign post 


A former Mayor of Wellingborough has vowed 
to carry on as a councillor despite calls for 
him to resign. 

Cllr Bhupendra Patel, who represents the 
town’s Hemmingwell ward, pleaded guilty last 
Monday to the offence of failing to promptly 
notify the Department for Work and Pensions 
of a change of circumstances that affected 
his entitlement to incapacity benefit, namely 
being in receipt of earnings as a councillor. 

He was sentenced to eight weeks in prison, 
suspended for a year, and ordered to pay £85 
costs to the Crown Prosecution Service. 

Cllr Patel has since resigned the 
Conservative Party whip but intends to remain 
as an independent councillor, despite calls for 
his resignation from fellow councillors. 

He said: “This came to light in the summer 
and all I did was missinterpreate the law. I 
was elected to the council to represent the 
community and this is what I will do. I have 
been elected to Wellingborough Council until 
2015 and Northamptonshire County Council 
until 2017.”

Northampton residents have been 
warned that it could be a rubbish 
Christmas. 

Green Party spokesperson Tony 
Clarke put the boot into Northampton 
Borough Council’s new two bag poli¬ 
cy, saying it would not be able to cope 
with the additional festive waste. 

Households are limited to putting 
two council-supplied bin bags out for 
collection, along with recycling. 

He said the restrictions, affecting 
22,000 homes across the borough, 


will leave “Christmas litter strewn 
across the streets.” 

But the council has reassured resi¬ 
dents its policy will not pose prob¬ 
lems. Cllr Mike Hallam, cabinet 
member for environment at 
Northampton Borough Council, 
said Enterprise - the private con¬ 
tractor that collects rubbish and 
recycling - will pick up surplus 
recyclable waste like wrapping 
paper and cardboard as long as it is 
put in clear plastic bags. 

“A lot of the extra waste can be 
recycled.”

At Christmas 
they see lots of prosperity and people buying 
lots of stuff.

A tip is not a luxury: 
we should not be 
charged to use it 

Where has all the rubbish gone? We’ve 
been doing the two-bag thing for sever¬ 
al weeks now and I’m shocked to hear 
myself say it’s working. 

When the council announced they 
would only take away two regulation 
bags of household waste a week, along 
with the recycling, I thought it was 
bonkers. 

In some ways I still do but the part of 
me that doubted whether our family of 
six could fit the useless entrails of our 
weekly consumer frenzy into just two 
plastic sacks is somewhat chastened. 

It can be done. 

We have two teenage fashion authori¬ 
ties, a ten year old mad scientist and a 
six year old princess in training. They 
all play rugby. They are all rubbish gen¬ 
eration systems. 

They agree that rubbish goes in the bin 
but they argue that rubbish can also be 
on its way to the bin and for that reason 
not actually be in the bin. 

My position is that three days is too 
long for a sweet wrapper to be on its way 
to the bin, especially when it is stuffed 
down the side of someone’s bed. 

Rubbish was an issue in our house

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Harry Potter books get magic makeover 


Herald reporter Nicola Sullivan finds 
out how Kettering illustrator Jim Kay 
is tackling the challenge of designing 
the new editions of Harry Potter. 



Jim Kay, a children’s illustrator from 
Kettering, has been set the ultimate 
task of reimagining the expansive 
and magical world of Harry Potter. 
Kay has been chosen to illustrate all 
seven Harry Potter books in full col¬ 
our, as well as design a new image 
for the book jacket. The first in the 
series Harry Potter and the 
Philosopher’s Stone will be pub¬ 
lished in September 2015. 

Kay said that news that he had 
won the commission of a lifetime 
was an “explosion of delight” fol¬ 
lowed by an “implosion of brain 



freezing terror.” 

A lifelong Harry Potter fan, Kay 
said: ‘From my point of view it is, 
without doubt, the commission of a 

lifetime ...to design the characters, 
the clothing, the architecture and 
landscapes to possibly the most 
expansive fantasy world in chil¬ 
dren’s literature, well let’s just say 
I’m extremely excited about it. 
However, I am also mindful of the 
huge responsibility this represents. 

I want to make sure I do the best job 
I possibly can.’ 

Kay, who studied illustration at 
Westminster University, takes artis¬ 
tic inspiration from his home town 
Kettering. “I’m always scanning 
crowds for interesting faces. For an 
illustrator there’s no such thing as 
an ugly or odd looking person - they 
are all interesting. 

“Luckily for me, Kettering is home 
to some very interesting people 
indeed. Museums and libraries are 
my favourite places for inspiration. 
You might see something, it could 
be a medieval shoe, an old clock, or 
a stuffed monkey and immediately 
it gives you ideas about the charac¬ 
ters in the story, the things they 
would do, the way they walk.” 

Kay has been working as an illus¬ 
trator for about six years and has 
worked for a number of different 
publishers, including Walker Books, 
where he worked with author 
Patrick Ness on his book A Monster 
Calls. More recently he worked with 
model-maker Marco Nisbet to cre¬ 
ate an installation piece for the 
Victoria and Albert Museum.

U-turn on town 
centre meeting

Abington Street will NOT be 
top of the borough council’s 
agenda on Christmas Eve. 

This is when the Overview 
and Scrutiny Committee 
should have been discussing 
the plans about reopening 
this part of the town centre to 
traffic. 

Last week, Northampton 
Borough Council’s Cabinet 
gave the thumbs up to the 
£3m scheme to see Abington 
Street reopened to traffic 
with parking and dropping 
off points for businesses and 


shoppers. It will allow one 
way traffic movement from St 
Giles Terrace along Abington 
Street to Wellington Street. 

However, last Friday, Cllr 
Danielle Stone submitted a 
call-in under the constitution 
of the Council amid claims 
that there had not been 
proper consultation 
about plans to allow 
traffic through 
Abington Street 
again. However it 
was rejected. 

A spokesperson 
for Northampton 
Borough Council 
said: “A request was 


made to call-in last week’s 
Cabinet decision to vary the 
Council’s capital programme 
to include improvement 
works on Abington Street. 

“After considering the 
request the Chief Executive 
and the Borough Solicitor 
advised the Chair of 
Overview and 
Scrutiny 
Committee that 
the request did 
not meet criteria 
laid down in the 
Council’s 
Constitution and 
thereby the request 
was refused.”

Burglar has to 
pay victim £15k 

The victim of a burglary has 
been paid nearly £15,000 in 
compensation after the man 
who stole his gold was con¬ 
victed at court. 

John Connors, aged 34, from 
Mere Road, Leicestershire was 
arrested on 13 September, 
2012 by Leicestershire Police. 

They carried out a search of 
his property and seized £18, 
850. 

On 2 April, 2013, at 
Northampton Crown Court, 
Connors was convicted of 
committing a burglary at an 
address in Hinton Road, 
Northampton, on 8 September 
2012. 

He was sentenced to 36 
months in prison. 

During the burglary, he stole 
a significant quantity of Asian 
gold. 

Following a Proceeds of 
Crime Act hearing in court, 
the victim of the burglary has 
been paid compensation of 
£14,988 from the money 
seized from Connors’ address. 

Safety should 
be top of list 

Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service and the Fire 
Kills campaign are urging all 
residents to put safety top of 
their Christmas lists this year.

Road, Lancaster, denies one 
count. 

They were released on bail. 
All the men and are now 
expected to stand trial in 
August 2014.

December 1999 and 
shut for good the follow¬ 
ing year.

RSPCA warns people 
not to buy sick puppies 

The RSPCA is warning people 
not to buy sick puppies as pre¬ 
sents this Christmas, after calls to 
the charity about puppy farms 
and puppy trafficking rose by a 
staggering 21% in less than a year. 

The RSPCA received 2,034 calls 
about puppy farms and traffick¬ 
ing from the start of 2013 up to the 
end of November. This compares 
to 1,678 in the whole of 2012. 

The shocking rise follows a 
number of RSPCA investigations 


this year into 
allegations of sick puppies being 
sold in England and Wales after 
being imported from across 
Europe. The latest arrests were 
made today (Weds 18 Dec) when a 
man and woman from Oldham 
were arrested on suspicion of sell¬ 
ing sick puppies, following an 
arrest in the Chadderton area. 

Chief inspector Ian Briggs, from 
the RSPCA’s special operation 
unit, said: “The number of calls 
we’ve received this year about 
puppy farms and puppy traffick¬ 
ing is truly shocking. 

“We have investigated claims of 
puppies being bred or kept in poor 
conditions, before being sold to 
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Christmas Decorations, Indoor & Outdoor Lights, Artificial Trees, Christmas Cards & Wrapping 
Paper, Prelit Villages, Tinsel, Christmas Candles, Superbright Cherry Trees, Christmas Silk Flowers, 
Glass Baubles, Santa Figures, Artificial Wreaths & Garlands, Shatterproof Baubles and much more

The Wellingborough brew¬ 
ery based at Nene Court at 
The Embankment is run by 
Rob and Sarah Hart who 
have 25-years of experience 
in the drinks industry. 


Rob said: “It takes 40 years 
for a normal plastic cup to 
biodegrade where as these 
new cups take a matter of 
weeks. 

“What we do is give them 
to a farmer who can plough 
them into the ground but he 
usually puts them in a corn- 
poster where they turn into 
bio gas.

You can throw the dough around and 
the mince pies still come out crisp and 
biscuity in this kid-friendly Christmas 
recipe. 

INGREDIENTS 

• 225g cold butter, diced 

• 350g plain flour 

• 10Og golden caster sugar 

• 280g mincemeat 

• 1 small egg , beaten 

• icing sugar, to dust 

Prep 30 - 40 mins 

Cook 20 mins 

Can be frozen uncooked 


them with milk or egg as they will stick on their 
own. (The pies may now be frozen for up to 1 
month). 

4. Brush the tops of the pies with the beaten 
egg. Bake for 20 minutes until golden. Leave to 
cool in the tin for 5 minutes, then remove to a 
wire rack. To serve, 
lightly dust with 
icing sugar. 

They will keep 
for 3 to 4 days 
in an airtight 
container. 





1. To make the pastry, rub the butter into the 
flour, then mix in the sugar and a pinch of salt. 
Combine the pastry into a ball - don't add liquid - 
and knead it briefly. The dough will be fairly firm, 
like shortbread dough. You can use the dough 
immediately, or chill for later. 

2. Preheat the oven to 200C/gas 6/fan 180C. Line 
18 holes of two 12-hole patty tins, by pressing 
small walnut-sized balls of pastry into each hole. 
Spoon the mincemeat into the pies. 

3. Take slightly smaller balls of pastry than 
before and pat them out between your hands to 
make round lids, big enough to cover the pies. 

Top the pies with their lids, pressing the edges 
gently together to seal - you don't need to seal

INGREDIENTS 

800g parsnips, chopped into chunks 
1 tsp turmeric 

1/2 Savoy cabbage or 300g Brussels sprouts, 

finely shredded 

large handful frozen peas 

juice 1/2 lemon 

50g butter 

1 tsp cumin 

1 tbsp garam masala 

1 bunch coriander, chopped 

1 red chilli, deseeded and finely chopped 

2 coriander sprigs, to serve 

1 .Tip the parsnips into a pan of cold water with 
the turmeric and a little salt. Boil for about 12 
mins until they are on the brink of collapsing. 
While the parsnips are cooking, blanch the 
cabbage or sprouts in another pan of boiling 
water for 3 mins until tender, adding the peas for 
the final minute, then drain. 

2.Drain the parsnips well, then tip back into 
the pan and roughly mash with the lemon juice 
and half the butter. Then beat in all the other 
ingredients except the remaining butter, and 
season with salt. Heat the remaining butter in a 
non-stick frying pan about 28cm in diameter, and 


press the parsnip mixture into the pan. Cook until 
crisp underneath, then turn over with a fish slice. 
(Don't worry if it breaks at this point, it will hold 
eventually.) Keep cooking until crisp on the other 
side, then slide onto a plate and flip back into the 
pan again. Keep on doing this until you have a 
crisp, flattened cake. Serve on a plate or board, 
cut into wedges.

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

Northamptonshire shop¬ 
pers were forced to run for 
safety as a scaffold col¬ 
lapsed and fell some 20 
metres towards them, a 
court has heard. 

Nobody was hurt, but sev¬ 
eral people required treat¬ 
ment for shock as a result of 
the incident at the Willow 
Place Shopping Centre in 
Queen’s Square, Corby on 17 
August 2012. 

Desborough Scaffolding 
Limited, of Desborough, 
was prosecuted on Monday 
by the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) after an 
investigation established 
that the scaffold was struc¬ 
turally unsound. 

Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court was told debris net¬ 
ting had been fitted to the 
scaffolding tubes, but in 
high winds on the day it 
acted as a sail and caused 
the structure to pull away 
and apart - sending metal 
poles and other materials 
raining to the ground below. 

The falling scaffold 
smashed through shop can¬ 
opies below and also pulled 
down signs. Several busi¬ 
nesses were forced to close 
while the clean-up took 
place and the area was 
made safe. 

The HSE investigation 
found the scaffold had not 
been erected in a way to 
ensure it would remain sta¬ 
ble, and had not been 
designed by a competent 
person to ensure it had ade¬ 
quate strength and rigidity. 

Desborough Scaffolding 
Limited, of Stoke Albany 
Road, Desborough, were 
fined £16,000 and ordered to 
pay £4,678 in costs after 
pleading guilty to single 
breaches of the Work at 
Height Regulations 2005 
and the Construction 
(Design and Management) 
Regulations 2007. 

HSE Inspector Sam Russell 
said:“It was sheer luck that 
no-one was seriously 
injured or killed as a result.”

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American signs on 
but Vasily departs 


SAINTS 


Saints have announced the signing 
of American forward Cam Dolan - 
while Russian winger Vasily 
Artemyev has left the club. 

Number eight Dolan has six inter¬ 
national caps and comes in as an 
injury dispensation replacement for 
James Craig, who suffered a shoul¬ 
der injury against Gloucester in 
November and is out for a number of 
months. He joins from Life University 
RFC in Georgia in the States and at 
6ft 6in and 16st 5lbs, packs a power¬ 
ful punch. 

“We've kept a close eye on Cam for 
a while and have been impressed by 
what we've seen,'' said Saints 
Director of Rugby Jim Mallinder to 
the club's official website. 

“He's a player who has a lot of natu¬ 
ral talent and the physical attributes 
it takes to succeed, something he 
showed during the Autumn 
Internationals and against the NZ 
Maori. “Although the American 
league is developing all the time it is 
a big step up to the professional envi¬ 
ronment of the Aviva Premiership 
and we're not expecting Cam to be 
the finished article immediately. 

“It has been sad to see James Craig 
ruled out for a while with his shoul¬ 
der injury, but it has also given us the 
opportunity to bring Cam in and see 
how he develops.'' 

Meanwhile Artemyev is returning 
to his native Russia. The winger has 
made 33 appearances for the Saints 
first team since arriving after the 
2011 Rugby World Cup, scoring nine 
tries. And although his senior 
appearances have been restricted 
this season Artemyev has been an 
important part of the Wanderers' 
run to the Aviva ‘A' League final. 

But with both his upcoming mar¬ 
riage and a baby on the horizon, the 
26-year-old has expressed a desire to 
return to Russia, with the club 
releasing him with immediate effect. 

Mallinder thanked Artemyev for 
his contributions. 

“We're sad to see Vasily leave, but 
totally understand his reasons why,'' 
he said. “He has worked extremely 
hard in his time with us and has 
learned a great deal. He is an intelli¬ 
gent young man who has never given 
less than 100 percent, and we wish 
him all the best for the future. 

“Of course this leaves a bit of a hole 
in the squad, and we will be bringing 
in someone to fill that gap in the not- 
too-distant future.'' 

Artemyev said that the Saints will 
always have a special place in his 
memory. 

“It has been a great honour for me 
to represent this magnificent club 
and play alongside the best players 
and under the coaching of Jim 
Mallinder,'' he said. “I am leaving 
this club a far better and more expe¬ 
rienced player than I came. 

“My biggest regret about leaving is 
not being able to run out again in 
front of the most loving and support¬ 
ing crowd at the Gardens that I have 
ever had a chance to play in front of. 
“Unfortunately the time has come 
for me to play my rugby elsewhere, 
but I wish the club all the best in 
future and I hope we win some long 
deserved silverware this season.'' 



Leinster victory will not be 
allowed to define season

Director of Rugby Jim Mallinder will not allow 
his squad to get carried away by Saturday's sen¬ 
sational Heineken Cup victory over Leinster. 

Northampton downed the Irish giants 18-9 in 
Dublin to bounce back emphatically from the 
40-7 drubbing they received from the same 
opponents at Franklin’s Gardens a week before. 

Mallinder’s men were not given much chance of 
turning the tables at the Aviva Stadium, but a 
performance of real grit, class and quality 
stunned the hosts and a memorable Saints suc¬ 
cess was the result. 

The Saints shipped six tries first time around 
but they restricted their opponents to just three 
penalties in the re-run, mainly thanks to a heroic 
defensive effort, some outstanding tackling and 
an all-conquering scrum. 

It is a victory which keeps their fading hopes of 


qualifying for the quarter finals of the competi¬ 
tion alive with tests at Ospreys and at home to 
Castres still to come in their pool. 

Mallinder, who allowed his players to enjoy the 
sights and sounds of Dublin after Saturday’s 
match, knows however that attentions must turn 
back to the Premiership. 

Saints travel to Wasps on Saturday and will also 
host Bath and Harlequins before European 
duties resume against Ospreys on fanuary 12. 

“We’ve got a big week coming up and we need to 
beat Wasps away,” said Mallinder. 

“We definitely can’t let these two weeks define 
our season, There are three big games coming 
up.” 

Northampton’s win mirrored the Heineken Cup 
success at Ulster last season, when Saints also 
avenged a home defeat in the competition by 
triumphing in Ireland. 

“It was a team effort, a whole team squad 
effort,” said Mallinder. 

“We were embarrassed the week before and we 
got a tremendous rebound. 

“We learnt some lessons in the week, we went to 


Dublin very quietly determined.” 

Meanwhile, Mallinder had more good news to 
celebrate during the week when five forwards 
penned new deals which committed their futures 
to Franklin’s Gardens. 

Tom Wood, Christian Day, Sam Dickinson, 
Mike Haywood and Ben Nutley have all put ink 
to paper on contracts which will see them remain 
as Saints for the ‘foreseeable future’. 

Mallinder said that the announcement reflects 
the strong position that the Saints find them¬ 
selves in at the moment. 

“We’re delighted that all five players have 
signed new contracts with us,” added the direc¬ 
tor of rugby. 

“They have all grown and developed in their 
time with us and have put in plenty of hard work 
on and off the field. 

“Our aim is to have as good a squad as we pos¬ 
sibly can, and this starts with making sure we 
re-sign the quality players we have here already. 

“It is a big statement for both the club and the 
players that these agreements have been done so 
early.” 


Saints fined £60,000 after allowing

Saints have been fined 
£60,000 for allowing winger 
George North to play for 
Wales outside of the interna¬ 
tional window. 

North played in the defeat 
against Australia on 
November 30 but 
Premiership rules state that 
outside of the window, only 
England players may be 
released. 

A code of conduct hearing 


was held this morning by a 
designated panel appointed 
by the Premiership Rugby 
Board. 

“Northampton Saints 
admitted the breach with 
respect to the Board policy 
through the release of 
George North beyond the 
requirements set out in IRB 
Regulation 9,” a statement 
said. “The Designated Panel, 
comprising three Board 
members appointed under 
the terms of the Code, 
decided that Northampton 


Saints will be fined £60,000. 

“Northampton Saints have 
decided not to appeal 
against the sanction. 

“There will be no further 
comment from Premiership 
Rugby or Northampton 
Saints.” 

North scored two tries 
when he played against 
Australia, but could not stop 
his country from losing 
30-26. 

On the same day Saints 
won at Worcester in the 
Premiership.

Joe Widdowson has revealed that 
the Cobblers have been devoting 
their time to penalty practice 
after another spot kick failure 
against Bury on Saturday. 

Northampton had to settle for a 
point at Gigg Lane after a 1-1 draw 
but things would have been much 
better if Chris Hackett has con¬ 
verted from 12 yards. 

He blazed his effort high and 
wide though to add to previous 
unsuccessful attempts from Izale 
McLeod against Accrington 
Stanley and Roy O’Donovan 
against Southend. 

With the Cobblers in a perilous 
position in the League Two relega¬ 
tion zone they cannot afford to let 
chances pass them by when the 
referee points to the spot. 

“The gaffer has mentioned it,” 
said Town defender Widdowson. 

“It’s something we need to work 
on. The penalty taker, whoever it 
is, needs to get that regular prac¬ 
tice in for when it comes to the 
game situation.” 

Widdowson said that he would 
probably be towards the bottom of 
the list of preferred takers at 
Sixfields. 

But if the time comes that he 
does have to step up, he is confi¬ 
dent in his abilities while under 
pressure. 

“I’ve never taken a penalty, but 
I’d fancy myself if it was a shoot¬ 
out,” he said. 

Cobblers boss Aidy Boothroyd 
described the latest miss by 
Hackett as ‘very disappointing’. 

“The way it’s going at the 
moment I think I might get the 
physio to take one,” he joked. 

“It’s very disappointing that we 
could have closed out the game 



and won it, but nobody means to 
miss one. 

“On Saturday there will be a 
nominated penalty taker and if we 
get one hopefully he’ll stick it 
away.” 

While the Cobblers wasted their 
penalty chance against Bury, the 
Shakers did no such thing as their 
goal came courtesy of Daniel 
Nardiello’s spot kick. 

The decision to award the pen¬ 
alty was more than contentious 
though with both Widdowson and 
Boothroyd left scratching their 
heads. 


Cobblers midfielder Ricky 
Ravenhill was adjudged to have 
been the culprit but Town are still 
at a loss as to what the referee 
actually saw. 

“There was no appeal from the 
Bury players, we were all sur¬ 
prised that it was given,” said 
Widdowson. 

“I think the ref said something 
about Ricky wrapping his arm 
around their guy in the box. It 
seemed like a very soft decision. 

“We can’t blame bad luck 
though.. You make your own luck 
by working hard and doing the 


right things so hopefully that will 
continue.” 

Boothroyd didn’t make much of 
the incident on the day of the 
game but his opinion changed 
after he watched it back. 

“I really don’t know where that 
has come from,” he said. 

“There’s not even a tug, there’s 
nothing, and we get a penalty 
against us. Is that bad luck? To me 
it is. Some of the decisions we’ve 
had against us this season have 
been absolutely outrageous. 

“And that’s me using a nice 
objective there.” 


New deals wont be rushed

“A good Christmas will take us 
up, up and away and into more 
recognisable territory. That’s 
where we want to be. 

“We need to maintain the 
momentum we’ve got in the 
league and ensure everyone is 
raring to go for this run of 
games. We could propel our¬ 
selves right up and away from 
it, what we don’t want to be 
doing is hanging around it. 

“I’ve said all along that 
December could be crucial.”
